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23 . A method of purifying* the aupertaxin polypeptide of claim 20 or 2 1 , 
comprising the steps of: 

i) collecting and concentrating supernatant from cultured A2058 human 
melanoma cells whereby a first preparaticm of said polypeptide is produced; 

ii) salt fractionating^aid first preparation to produce a second polypeptide 

preparation; 

iii) isolating smd polypeptide from said second preparation so that said 
polypeptide is obtained in suj>stantially pure form. 

2ft. The method of clainj^S, wherein said isolating step is effected by 
column chromatography. 




25. A recombinant^totaxin polypeptide according to claim 20 or 21
